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Merchant Navy’s 
proud day at 
the forces parade 



A former Vale coun¬ 
cillor is keen to 
point out how proud 
local Merchant 
Navy members were 
to take part in the 
recent forces parade 
through Barry. 

John Wells told The 
GEM: “The Merchant 
Navy is now recognised 
at the fourth service, 
alongside the Royal 
Navy, Army and Royal 
Air Force. 

“During the parade a 
contingent of Merchant 
Navy personnel assem¬ 
bled at their monument as 
a symbol of remem¬ 
brance. They have been 
given the honour of being 
freemen of the Vale.” 

John (86) got involved 
in the Merchant Navy in 
quite a circuitous way. 

Well before his 
involvement with the 
organisation, he had a 
distinguished service 
career in the Far East. 
Bom in Barry, he was 
educated at Gladstone 
Road Demonstration 
School and was a mem¬ 
ber of the Air Training 
Corps at the age of 17 in 
1941. 

“I was called up by the 
RAF and served in vari¬ 
ous theatres of war, end¬

The planes 
would make their way 
through the hangers - 
from one to four - and 
then be checked by the 
Aircraft Inspection 
Department. 

“Eater, I moved to 
Calcutta and helped in the 
repair of cranes, and 
vehicles for military use.” 

John returned to Barry 
after the war and served 
as both a Vale and town 
councillor. He was also a 
mechanic for the Barry 
Dock Eifeboat for 32 
years. 

The Merchant Navy 
Association of Wales was 
founded as recently as 
1995, and the Barry 
branch a year later. 

John explained: “The 
first meeting was in 
Thompson Street at the 
Liberal Club and I attend¬ 
ed because they knew Fd 
got experience in setting 
up clubs.

Once John calculated 
that up to 19 members of 
his extended family had 
given their lives in the 
Army, Royal Navy, 
Royal Air Force or 
Merchant Navy - hence 
his conviction that all 
those who served or gave 
their lives should be 
remembered. 


“The Barry branch 
meets once a month at the 
Liberal Club in 
Thompson Street. At the 
last meeting there were 
about 16 people present.” 

John’s wife Phyl has 
also lived a life of public- 
spirited service. In 1999, 
she was awarded the 
MBE for tending the 
graves of both world wars 
in Barry Cemetery. 

Despite his advanced 
age, John now serves as 
the public relations offi¬ 
cer for the Merchant 
Navy Association of 
Wales Barry branch.

For someone who has 
been fit, it can be very 
frustrating. With Tony, I 
used to run for one 
minute and walk for 
three minutes, and we 
built things up slowly 
over two years. 

“Setting a goal of get¬ 
ting to the end of your 
street or a nearby bench 
can be a real achieve¬ 
ment - it’s a case of keep 
plugging away. 

“Even I’m a bit appre¬ 
hensive about a full 


marathon, and I haven’t 
experienced what Tony 
has, but I’m sure the 
cheering crowds will 
help us on.” 

Tony, Ria and Beth 
will fly out to New York 
a few days before the 
event so they can enjoy a 
few days enjoying the 
sights of the Big Apple. 

Tony added: “When 
people have suffered a 
heart scare, there’s the 
feeling T’m not going to 
be able to do general 
stuff’ like working in the 
garden or carrying in the 
shopping, but then you 


realise that life is not 
over and you can do nor¬ 
mal things.”

THREE JAILED 
AFTER TWO MEN 
ARE ASSAULTED 
AT A TAKEAWAY 


A GANG of three 
young men from 
Rhoose who carried 
out an attack on 
two people eating a 
takeaway in a car 
parked in the vil¬ 
lage have been put 
behind bars. 

After the assaults, the 
trio made off in the car 
and a police helicopter 
was called out when 
investigations began, 
said prosecutor David 
Thomas at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Kurds Ellis, 18, 
Samuel Thomas, 20, and 
Joshua Holloway, 19, all 
of Rhoose, pleaded 
guilty to causing Nathan 
Morris, 20, and Teon 
Buffong, 19, actual bod¬ 
ily harm. 

They also admitted 
taking a car without con¬ 
sent. Thomas admitted 
stealing a mobile phone 
and Ellis causing dam¬ 
age at a block of flats in 
Havant Close, Rhoose. 

Ellis was sentenced to 
22 months in a young 
offender institution, 
Thomas to two years and 
Holloway to 20 months. 

Judge Philip Richards 
said: “This was a dis¬ 
graceful act of violence 
in which you all partici-

pated . It was as close to 
being a robbery as one 
can get.” 

It was, said the judge, 
a concerted attack in 
which the two victims 
were dragged from their 
vehicle and it was neces¬ 
sary, he said, to take 
steps to teach the three a 
lesson. 

Mr Thomas said that 
on April 24, Ellis went to 
a block of flats in 
Rhoose demanding to 
see a girlfriend, fright¬ 
ened the residents and 
damaged an internal 
door. 

Shortly after, he said, 
the three approached Mr 
Morris and Mr Buffong 
sitting in a car eating a 
takeaway. They were 
asked if they were going 
to Barry and shortly 
after they said they were 
not, the two men were 
dragged out of the vehi¬ 
cle and assaulted. 

The three then drove 
away in the car. 

Mr Thomas said the 
police helicopter was 
called out and the car 
was discovered in 
Rhoose. 

Thomas was later 
found to have stolen a 


mobile phone from the 
vehicle. 

Mr Morris suffered 
blows to the back of the 
head and had an injured 
eye. 

He suffered from a 
chronic disease and 
weighed only seven and 
a half stone. He current¬ 
ly weighs only six stone, 
said Mr Thomas. 

Mr Buffong suffered 
bruising to his left cheek 
and back. 

Kevin Seal, for 
Thomas, said: “He has a 
problem with drink. He 
had had 10 pints of lager 
and said he was ‘out of 
his brains’”. 

Leigh Reynolds, for 
Ellis, said: “He realises 
the gravity of what he 
did and the impact on his 
victims. He is desperate 
to sort out his aggression 
and alcohol problems.” 

Holloway’s counsel, 
David Purnell, said: 
“When sober, he is well 
regarded. He has 
brought shame on his 
family and he realises 
that what he did was 
incredibly serious.”

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Vale village in shock 
after child’s death 


VILLAGERS in 

Llancarfan are “numb 
with grief’ after the 
death of a nine-year-old 
girl, Cerys Potter, while 
on holiday in Turkey. 

It has been reported that 
she died when she was thrown 
out of a raft, which capsized 
after hitting a submerged 
rock. 

Her mother Julie and her 
elder brother are understood 
to have been on holiday at the 
time. 

A village source told The 
GEM; “The whole village is 
numb with grief over this 
tragedy, and our thoughts are 


with Julie and her family.” 

He added that many vil¬ 
lagers had been deeply upset 
by some media reports (not in 
The GEM), which had lin¬ 
gered on scenes in the after- 
math of the rescue operation. 

He also said that villagers 
felt that some of the reporting 
back in the village of 
Llancarfan had been unneces¬ 
sarily intrusive. 

Commenting on the 
tragedy, Bryan Jeffreys, direc¬ 
tor of learning and develop¬ 
ment at the Vale Council, said: 
“This is a great loss to all. 

“Cerys was a very caring 
and conscientious child who 
actively engaged with the 


school and community, mak¬ 
ing her well-known to all the 
staff, pupils and their families. 

“She was very involved 
with school life, being part of 
the hockey team and the eco 
committee, and her happy and 
enthusiastic nature made her 
popular with all. 

“This is devastating news 
and we would like to offer our 
support to her family and 
friends during this difficult 
time. Cerys will be very sadly 
missed.”

and was sentenced to 10 
months imprisonment, 
suspended for two years 
and ordered to carry out 
150 hours unpaid work 
for the community. 

Prosecutor Steven 
Harmes said: “This case 
involves a breach of 
trust. 

“At the time of the 
offences, in 2008, 
Roberts was the finan¬ 
cial controller of Dekor 
PLC of Bridgend, over¬ 
seeing all finances and 
with full access to the 
accounting system. 

“He received £43,000 
a year salary and a car. 

“It was discovered 
that over a period of five 
months, he had submit¬ 
ted false petty cash 
claims “ 

When arrested, said 
Mr Harmes, he “tried to 
deflect the allegations 
away from him.” 

His counsel, Roger 
Griffiths, said: “His best 
mitigation is his guilty 
plea. It is true that when 


arrested, he tried to 
avoid culpability. 

“I accept it cannot be 
avoided that there was a 
great breach of trust.” 

Roberts, he said, had 
now lost his good name 
and reputation, having 
been a management 
accountant all his work¬ 
ing life. 

He said the company 
had taken him to County 
Court and obtained a 
judgement against him 
for £145,000. 

“Foolishly, he fell to 
temptation.” said Mr 
Griffiths. 

Judge Patrick Curran 
said: “Basically, you 
stole from your employ¬ 
er by fiddling petty cash 
vouchers and obtained 
between £2,000 and 
£3,000. 

“You were in the 
highest possible position 
of trust.” 

He said he began 
committing the offences 
within two months of 
starting his employment 
and had written to the 
court apologising, and 
saying he wanted to 
make full recompense.

From the source of 
the Usk to the forest 
of Mynydd Wysg 


R ecently, 

nine walkers 
joined leader 
Barrie Mortimer on 
an overcast morning 
to travel up to the 
upper reaches of the 
Usk Valley for a walk 
that would uncover 
the source of the 
mighty River Usk. 

They started from an 
unmarked road on the 
edge of the Glasfynydd 
Forest which is a conifer 
plantation situated to the 
west of the Brecon 
Beacons and which strad¬ 
dles the border of Powys 
and Carmarthenshire. 

This huge forest is 
divided into two main 
parts, the largest to the 
northwest of the beautiful 
Usk reservoir below 
Mynydd Myddfai and 
Mynydd Bach Trecastell, 
and the second part on the 
southeast side of the 
reservoir adjacent to 
Mynydd Wysg. 

The group made their 
way across open moor¬ 
land to head for Bryn Elen 
standing at 410 metres 
and with stunning views 
of the surrounding coun¬ 
tryside. Staying as high as 
the contours of the hill¬ 
sides would let them, the 
group headed to grid ref¬ 
erence SN819239, which 
is the actual source of the 
River Usk. 

The Usk starts its jour¬ 


ney as a small spring 
which becomes a tiny 
mountain stream on the 
windswept lower slopes 
of Fan Foel in the 
Carmarthens hir e Fans. 

This remote spot con¬ 
tains no trees, houses or 
farms and the surrounding 
area is rough moorland 
with ground that becomes 
very boggy during winter. 

From its source, the 
Usk then travels north to 
Pont’ar Wysg and into the 
beautiful Usk reservoir 
which stands at 320 
metres (1,050 feet) above 
sea level and was com¬ 
pleted in 1955. The Usk, 
which then becomes a 
river, exits on the eastern 
side of the reservoir to 
travel 137kms to the sea 
at Newport and along its 
journey also finds time to 
supply the water for the 
Monmouth and Brecon 
Canal. 

After a well earned and 
rather late coffee break at 
the source of the Usk, the 
group headed in a wester¬ 
ly direction across a ridge 
where they had clear long 
distance views towards 
Pen y Fan in the central 
Beacons. 

They located the 
remains of a Fancaster 
bomber that crashed in 
September 1943, sadly 
killing all eight crew 
members, before mean¬ 
dering across the hillside 
to criss-cross the fast 


flowing Trimant River, 
complete with waterfalls, 
to reach Cwm yr Afon. 

By lunchtime, the sun 
had put in an appearance 
so the group stopped for 
refreshments near 

Blaenau Isaf Farm, close 
to the Afon Hydfer down 
in the valley. 

Refreshed, the group 
made their way through 
the forest at Mynydd 
Wysg - Wysg or Usk is an 
ancient word that signifies 
water and they were cer¬ 
tainly surrounded by 
plenty of that in this beau¬ 
tiful unspoilt area, before 
they returned to their cars 
for the journey home. 

Today, August 5, meet 
at 6.45pm in St 
Margaret’s Church, Roath 
for a 5-mile easy evening 
walk at Roath Park; con¬ 
tact Val H. on 029 2051 
3275. 

Wear suitable clothing, 
preferably boots and 
carry waterproofs, food 
and drinks. Some degree 
of fitness is required and if 
you are in any doubt, then 
please contact the walk 
leader for advice.

How Berlin airlift crisis 
almost brought war 


THE Berlin Airlift, 
which nearly ended 
world peace only 
three years after the 
war, is the subject of 
a talk by Gordon 
Edmonds at the 
meeting of Penarth 
Aviation Society on 
Eriday, August 6. 

Gordon was one of the 
RAF mechanics and 
engine fitters in Berlin 
who laid and maintained 
pre-fabricated runways, 
and worked round the 
clock servicing C-47 
Dakotas and numerous 
other aircraft flying food 
and fuel into the city to 
the British, French and 
American zones. 


The airlift started on 
June 24, 1948 after the 
Soviets decided to block 
allied road and rail 
access into Berlin, hop¬ 
ing to control the whole 
of the city by making it 
dependent on Russian 
supplies of food and fuel. 

During the airlift, 
which was expected to 
last only a few weeks (in 
fact it continued for 
almost a year) the RAF 
and USAF made more 
than 200,000 flights into 
the city, bringing in 
13,000 tons of food and 
supplies every day. 
Berliners had never 
enjoyed such bounty. 

Defeated, the 

Russians lifted the 


blockage at one minute 
after midnight on May 
12, 1949 amid great cel¬ 
ebrations in Berlin. 

The airlift was under¬ 
reported in Britain, but, 
says Gordon, it was a 
tense and dangerous time 
and there is much still to 
be told of the year that 
could have started a war.

Don’t take right 
turn and ruin 
your Show day! 


S OME of the 
huge crowd 
that turned up 
last year to enjoy 
our bumper show, 
may have had justi¬ 
fied concerns about 
delays in getting 
away from the 
showfield, partly 
caused by huge vol¬ 
umes of traffic. 

One of the factors that 
contributed to some of 
the delays was that some 
motorists were trying to 
make a right hand turn 
onto the main B4265 to 
proceed home to 
Llantwit Major, 
Cowbridge and the west. 

This year, show 
organisers have invested 
in larger more visible 
signs which, if followed 
correctly, should avoid 
the need for any form of 
right turn whatsoever 
when rejoining the main 
B4265 Llantwit to Barry 
Road. 

Show director, David 
Harris, has made a huge 
plea to all attending the 
show to follow the exit 
procedures carefully, 
particularly at the busy 
period between 3pm and 
6 pm.

Much of the weight of 
this adaptation rested on 
casting the right actors
